' Edward G. Ward, one of the Interested 
parties, Mr. Walker said, bad asked him 
to Inquire as to the status of the Spruce 
Street work. 

Attorney Halfpenny stated that the 
parties who wanted Spruce Btreefc 
widened bad undertaken to secure con-- 
sects and deads fiorn the property-own-, 
ers aloDg the street whose property 
would be affected by the widening. 
Some of the onuses made deeds of their 
property and the documents were held 
by him In ttcrovc. 

The attempt to get deeds from all the 
necessary property-owners had failed, 
and no decision hud yet been reached 
whether the project of widening tbe 
street would be abandoned or whether 
I It would be undertaken In accordance 
with tbe course prescribed by tbe 
statute.
